The commander of our army in the Liaotung Peninsula reports 
as follows : 
"On June 14th our main body advanced northward in 
two columns along the railway, expelling enemy from the east of

At 5 p. m., enemy made stand on the line from 
Lung--wangmi- 
ao 
to Tafangshen and after two hours' cannonade we occu- 
pied at nightfall the line from Panchiaton to Luhoton. 
Another column, for menacing enemy's right and covering our 
flank and rear, marched east of Foochow, advanced upon line from 
Tengchia 
to 
Nanchilialing. 
The enemy near Lungwangmiao 
in- 
creased 
its strength on June 15th. 
The enemy near Telissu con- 
sisted of two and a half divisions, occupying the position from 
Ta-iansh- an 
to Chengtsushan. 
At dawn we opened the attack.

chief of staff to General Kuropatkin, 
transmits to the Minister 
of 
War, under date of June 2d, a report of General Stocsscl, 
dated 
Port Arthur, May 28th, as follows: 
"After a fierce battle, lasting- 
- two days, I ordered our positions 
at Kin Chou to be evacuated 
in the evening, for we had opposed to 
us at least three divisions, with 120 guns. 
"The enemy's 
fire, particularly that from four gunboats 
six torpedo boats, annihilated our batteries, mounted at 
Chou. 
The Fifth Regiment, 
which 
was posted 
on this 
spot, 
stood 
its 
ground 
heroically. 
The fire of 
regiment, 
as well as that of 
our batteries 
the gunboat Bobr, off Khounoueza, inflicted enor- 
mous losses on the Japanese. 
"Our losses amounted 
to thirty officers and 800 men killed or 
wounded. 
blew up or damaged 
all our guns which the Japa- 
nese had not put out of action. 
It would have been inexpedient, 
certainly, 
to bring' up siege artillery during the fierce fighting. 
"The battle on May 26th began at 5 a. in. and ended at 8 p. 
m., when

. 
Foreign military critics are surprised 
that tho Japanese generals should 'hrtve 
changed the tactics of Napoleon 
nnd 
divided their forces 
In the face of the 
enemy. 
A century and a half ago It 
was the custom for a general In com- 
mand of an Invading force to make his 
depositions to that the several 
divi- 
sions or corps 
of his army, marching 
by different routes, should 
converge 
nt 
the same time upon an enemy, cutting 
off his means of escnpe and surround 
ing nnd crushing him. 
The Austrlans, 
when 
Honnparto 
appeared 
In 
Italy, 
pursued these 
tactics, but the young 
Corslcan 
adopted 
the 
common 
sense 
course of assaulting one column-o- 
f 
the 
enemy with his full force, smashing it 
nnd then turning 
upon 
the next' one, 
thus Whipping the foe In detail. 
Thnt 
expedient changed 
the art ot war) nnd 
since then the Napoleonic 
principle has 
been axiomatic among 
the strategists 
of Europe. 
But circumstances 
alter 
cases. 
In 
the American 
Civil 
War 
bo 
wide 
a 
territory had to be covered that It was 
Impossible 
on cither 
side 
to 
operato 
with single 
nrmles as 
Napoleon 
did. 
Resides there were men enough 
avail- 
able 
to 
permit 
segregated 
parts 
to 
move in strong force. 
Sherman's army 
In the Gulf States was large enough, 
for exnmple, to take care of itself; nnd 
Lee wns too far away to make a forced 
march to aid Sherman's opponent 
with 
out having Grant at. his heels. 
The 
lack 
of 
swift communication 
helped 
Napoleon 
to assault 
one part 
of an 
army without the other part knowing 
It, but the heliograph, the field 
tele- 
graph 
nnd 
now 
the 
wireless 
have 
changed 
conditions 
and a general can 
keep pretty fair tab on the movements 
of his enemy. 
So long as that Is the 
case the tactics of Napoleon 
In Italy 
would be dtfllcult 
to repeat. 
The Japanese 
In Mnnchurla seem to 
have adapted their strategy very well 
to the situation. 
Knowing 
tho 
Rus- 
sian strength and the Impossibility 
of 
making It greater than tho 
food-carryi- 
capacity 
of a long, 
slngle-trnc- k 
railroad 
will permit, they have 
con- 
fronted the mnln 
Russian force with 
two armies, each large enough 
to deal 
with any force Kuropatkln may bring 
to bear and yet within supporting 
dis- 
tance of the other. 
A third army 
In- 
vents Port Arthur with a superior force 
nnd protects the rear of the other two. 
This strategy may not bo Nnpolconlo 
In tradition 
but 
it 
Is Napoleonic 
in 
conception 
in that It perfectly adapts 
the means to the end. 
Assuredly Ku- 
ropatkln 
finds 
It 
difficult 
enough 
to 
meet.

Tho simple truth Is that the Japa- 
nese 
generals 
know 
their 
busin6ss. 
Their strategy has given 
them 
Korea, 
dislodged

to the spirit of civilization

An Eastern place hesitates 
to give up Its horse cars while a West- 
ern town begins business 
with a trolley 
line. 
In 
the 
East, 
outside 
the big 
cities, 
old houses 
predominate musty

of the most primitive architec- 
ture and the sidewalks 
In front of them 
nre 
of uneven 
flagstone. 
A bustling 
new town, 
such 
ns typlllcs 
the West, 
looks 
In 
houses, 
sidewalks 
and street 
paving. 
Thero 
Is another 
difference 
which 
serves, 
oftentimes, to 
llx the wild and woolly reputation on

places east rather than west

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FARMING 
AND 
IMMIGRATION. 
As yet nothing is being 
done cither 
by the Government 
or private holders 
of grent estates to attract farmers from 
the mnlnlnnd, 
though tho farmers them- 
selves 
want to come 
nnd 
have been 
making Inquiries 
for n year and more 
about land, climate nnd products. 
Un- 
doubtedly 
there Is a strong conserva- 
tive 
influence 
In the islands working 
against 
nny 
change, 
however 
slight, 
.from the system of baronial estates 
In 
habited by serfs and making returns to 
stockholders. 
This was Indicated 
in n 
recent interview with Hon. W. G. Irwin 
In which he said: 
"I 
have 
lived 
In 
Hawaii 
for fifty 
years and know something ot the coun- 
try. 
Frequently I have been asked If 
it offers 
good 
Inducements 
for pcoplo 
who would 
like to migrate there with 
a view of making permnnent 
homes. 
It Is not easy to give a direct answer. 
The agricultural labor will, in my opin- 
ion, nlwnys be done Jjy Asiatics, for 
the reason that the climate Is loo wnrm 
and enervntlng for men of the white 
race, 
nnd, 
nslde 
from 
agriculture, 
there Is not much 
to be done, except 
perhaps 
a 
limited 
amount of cattle 
nnd sheep breeding. 
So, on the whole, 
the Islands arc not Inviting from 
the 
immigration standpoint, but they form 
a most beautiful and picturesque part 
of creation, and no ono who ever has 
time to pay a visit there ever regrets 
tho trip." 
This Is a very mild way of putting 
the conservative side of the argument, 
but two Impressions 
are left In the mind 
of the enquiring farmer, namely, 
that 
tho climate would not be good for him 
and that he would 
find agriculture 
In 
the hands of Asiatics. Against the first 
postulate 
one 
may urge 
that 
white 
farmers do well 
In hotter 
places, 
like 
the Interior valleys 
of California; and 
ngninst the second, that the best kinds 
of small farming here have not yet been 
attempted nnd cannot, therefore, be In 
anybody's hnnds. 
They await the com- 
ing of Intelligent white men 
who, 
no 
doubt, would mnke the same use of the 
cheap labor 
on 
the ground that the 


fruit-picke- 
rs 
of Santa Clara county do, 
and with Its nid create or extend new 
and fensable lines of Industry such 
ns 
the cultivation of sisal, 
tobacco, coffee, 
vanilla, export fruits, 
bnnnnas, 
pine- 
apples, 
rubber, castor 
beans, 
etc. 
Mr. Wnlter 
M. Glffard, 
second 
nt 
of Win, G. Irwin & Co., Ltd., 
a man of great 
intelligence 
and local 
knowledge, 
Is 
performing 
masterly 
work In showing, the ndnptatton of.Ha- 
waii to other commodities 
than sugar. 
The 
books 
In the land department 
of 
the Territorial 
government 
prove 
the 
existence of a large number of acres on 
the various Islands that could be 
proflt-nbl- y 
applied to diversified fnrmlng. 
In 
reference to the use of white labor on 
the 
plantations, 
Mr. Irwin's 
view 
Is 
probably correct, and resident Ameri 
cans, who have studied local conditions, 
have 
long since advocated, under rea- 
sonable precautions, the Introduction of 
30,000 
Chinese 
for the benefit 
of the 
cane 
fields. 
But tho reason for this 
necessity Is chiefly the Indisposition 
or 
white or Hawaiian 
laborers 
to enter 
Into competition with Asiatics 
In this 
branch of Industry. 
The climate has 
something, 
but not everything, 
to 
do 
with the question. 
In the San Joaquin 
nnd 
Sacramento valleys in California 
the heat 
Is far greater, and, making I 
nu possinie allowance 
ror tne difference 
lnmolsturo 
nnd the comparative 
cool- 
ness of the winters, far more 
oppres- 
sive thanrln Hawaii; and there, during 
the summer as well as 
In the winter 
months, whites are constantly 
employ- 
ed, though 
even 
there the encroach- 
ments of Asiatics have been felt and 
In some measure are encouraged. 
In 
the Sacramento 
valley, 
In June, July 
nnd 
August, 
the 
thermometer 
often 
ranges. In the middle of the day, from 
110 degrees 
to 
112 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
In the shade, and 90 degrees 
Is not 
un- 
common at three o'clock In the morning. 
Those 
who 
have 
watched, 
day after 
day, for a week or more nt a time, for 
the cooling south wind 
will appreciate 
the intense 
oppression, 
though 
ed 
by sunstroke, through which 
they have passed. 
In tho San Joaquin 
valley, especially In its southern parts, 
removed from the sea, the summer heat 
Is oven greater. 
In portions of Arizona 
the thermometer attains 
a still higher 
range. 
At this time of the year, 
In 
New York, In Chicago, 
In Philadelphia, 
In 
St. 
Louis 
nnd 
in 
Washington, 
throughout many of tho northern and 
middle states, as well as In the fields of 
the southern states, the heat 
oppres- 
sion far transcends any Honolulu 
ex- 
perience. 
The fnct is that, owing to the trade 
winds 
nnd 
tho mountain ranges, 
Ha- 
waii, 
though within 
the 
tropics and 
famed for tropical 
productions, 
does 
not 
possess 
a genuinely tropical 
cli- 
mate. 
Tho local heat 
In tho warmest 
places, 
rarely attains 
even 
90 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and, nt different elevations, 
almost nuy desired temperature can bo 
found. 
Tho labor question arises, 
not 
altogether 
from 
climuto but also from 
our contiguity 
to Asia, 
nnd 
from 
tho 
Increasing 
Intelligence 
nnd 
race 
con- 
sciousness 
of the whites and tholr de- 
termination 
to 
rlso 
above 
plantation 
work, which, 
to tho groat detriment of 
Americans 
and 
while 
Europeans, 
Is 
nlso posHosHod by the Japanese and tho 
Chinese, whoso rmnpotlilnn 
In tho high-t- r 
walks nf Industry,

After a trial before Judgo 
Little In the fourth, the Supreme

ordered a new trial. 
One or two mis- 
trials are recorded 
in the history of the 
case. 
The complaint as read to the Jury 
yesterday 
Is addressed to Gardner K. 
"Wilder, 
Judge 
of the Third Judicial 
Circuit, 
who served

Republic and lately deceased. 
Plaintiff's

titles, Mr. Magoon 
said. 
The property 
was part of the ahupuaa of Pllhonua,

It was a portion 
of that nhupuna 
re- 
tained for himself by Knmehameha III. 
in the great division 
of lands. 
About 
ISjS that monarch conveyed a portion 
of this land to a lady 
named 
Mis. 
Bates, an additional description In the 
deed showing that the land extended to 
low water mark. 
Since that date the land had 
con- 
stantly 
been extended by accretion, as 
beach property often grows. 
Mrs. Bates 
conveyed 
her whole tiact to Ben. 
Pit- 
man, a former old 
resident 
of Hllo 
who married a chiefess. 
Pitman 
sold 
the Bates land piece by piece, also the 
Kalalloa 
land, 
by metes and 
bounds. 
He did not convey any of the land be- 
low Front street, 
Hllo. 
Pitman 
sold 
to Thomas 
Spencer land "all mauka of 
Front street." 
Spencer sold to George 
Macfarlane to the mauka side of Front 
street, and Macfarlane sold to Spreck- 
els down 
to Tront 
street. 
At 
the 
prompting of Mr. Brown, 
the attorney 
stated that 
the 
title 
covered 
Front 
street, but added that for many years 
the people of Hllo held an easement on 
Front street. 
Mr. Magoon maintnlned that the title 
of all the land below Front street 
re- 
mained In Pitman until his death, when 
he left all of his estate to Mrs. Martha 
Pitman. 
This was about his third wife 
and not the cnlefess 
before mentioned. 
To other heirs he left legacies of money. 
Among them were Mis. Mary Allau of 
Honolulu, 
a daughter 
of the chiefess, 
who Is a witness In the present case. 
"Widow Pitman sold the land In dispute 
to C. A. Brown, plaintiff. 
A. B. Loebensteln, 
surveyor, 
was the 
first witness called. 
He wns not long 
upon the stand until conflicts upon the 
admissibility of evidence began and the 
witness was given long rests. 
S. M. Ballou 
is associated with Kin- 
ney,
